During the interview xxthnrkKX arranged by Slavko 
NOVITSKY of New *ork ( Channel 2,C.T.V.D.) and George Havrylyshyn of 
AP of new York ( he was in his private capacity) however) at her hotel 
on 2 Feb 1968 In the evening , Kudenko pretended not to know anything 
about the arrests and trials of Ukrainian intellectuals . Her husband's 
profession she described as an engineer of Kiev* She was very emphatic 
about her membership with Kiev Ballet and Opera Thntre and said that 
she was not going to give it up for Bolshoi in ^seow* 

The talk was of no political interest* Hudenko was given "History of 
Ukrainian Culture" which she gladly accepted * 
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
